The New york Chamber of Commerce arc 
oppose^ to' thalproposed flvo cents a pound 
on co.tton. 
A report of .the committee ap- 


pointed to investigate that subject was made 
at a meeting held last Thursday, and the 
conclusions which Ihey arrived at were that, 
during tho last'flvo years, the production of 
cotton ;had greatly increased in Ind-aj Egypt 
and Brjazil, and theso countries are likely t,o 
enter ipto successful competition^ with the 
^United States': that India cotton, mixed 
with one-fifth or oncrtonth American cotton, 
produced tho requisite quality in the stand- 
ard fabrics, and as tho actual cost of raising, 
translating and selling cotton will be from 
thirteeVk to fifteen cents a pound, tho price of 
tho article will not bear.this tax. 
Statistics 


were also produced which showed that the 
cultivation of cotton iu India had increased 
during the last few'years ffom thirty to fifty 
per cent, per annum. The statement was 
also made in the report that the proposed tax 
was a discriminating one", and tended t<y 
make tho South poorer aind the North rich> 
er, and was a drawback on that part of tho 
country striving to regain its lost footin'g. 
A resolution';was passed, declaring that in'
